Rivers stated that he in turn reported this conversation to the local office 
of the FBI and they in turn interviewed Mr. Shand. /

When Colonel Rivers reported overhearing a conversation between Kenneth Shand and a Mr. 
Kelly of the Navion Aircraft Co., the Secret Service and FBI interviewed another man, 
Clyde Elliott, with a different company, Elliott Aviation Co. With the bar in which the 
threat was made identified, there is no indication any investigation was made there to 
see if anyone else overheard this "three or four hour" conversation or knew the man who 
made the threat. 
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before retiring. He said that on the evening in question he was in the 
. tavern and struck up a conversation with a man regarding flyinp^md various 
attitudes regarding politics. Hr. Shand stated that this unk£4m subject 
stated that he was a member of a group called "The Hinrt rfo^j/ a nd he made 
comments about sending money to Communistic nation s'" anrl" ' feat "The first 
time" Kennedy sets foot in Texas we are going to kill him." Mr. Shand stated 
the man also asked, "Are you prepared to get a gun and scope and join usi?"

Hr. Shand stated that this conversation took place in about a three or 
four_ hour time period and during this time both he and this unknown subject 
hadif|jpveral drinks. He said this unidentified male also advised heJrt£cMbeerx 
a ^ 7ar ^ fighter pilpt and was now employed as a crop duster-. ^e ! -also 

ad|r|isecl that in his off -|jfason he worked on guns as a specialty. -

'th^uhknown subject wrote down a Post Office box number in Norma, Tennessee,^ 
where Hr. Shand could write and obtain literature regarding "The Minutemen " 7 
Mr. Shand stated that he lost this box number. 

It should be noted that Mr. Shand is employed as Chief Quality Control 
Designated Manufacturers Inspectors Representative for FAA at the Navion 
Aircraft Company, Harlingen, Texas. 

Mr. Shand stated that he would not be able to identify this subject again 
and the only information he had was that, this subject mpitioned that h^uwas 
going to go to Olney, Texas, to Snow Aircraft Companyu^ 




On 12-10-63 the writer personally interviewed Mr. Clyde Flliottj 513 West 
Alice Street, Harlingen, Texas. Mr. Elliott is in tHS^us^ess "o£" leasing 
aircraft and crop dusting. Mr. Elliott stated that he knows mo rj6 of the men 
employed as crop dusting pilots. It should be noted in the Y1S7 report that 
Mr. Elliott when interviewed thought that the physical description furnished . 
by Mr. Shand appeared to relate to a man named Ch}i.cH v Rog, 9 .rT,y however, when the 
writer interviewed Mr. Elliott he stated that he belie r ed chat this Chuck 
Rogers had died some time ago in Nicaragua. 

Mr. Elliott was unable to furnish any pertinent information as to the 
identity of this unknown subject. He stated that during the dusting season 
there are usually about sixty firms represented and upwards of two hundred 
aircraft utilized in this work. / 

In the FBI report a John K. Medders was interviewed; however, the writer 
was unable to contact Mr. T telephoned his home in San Benito and 
his wife informed the writer that he was away and it was not known when he 
would return. 
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When Elliott suggested the names of men who fit the general description Shand supplied, 
there is no indication either investigative agency ever got and showed Shand and others 
at the bar any picture®' of the men suggested by Elliott. After spending three or four 
hours with the Minuteman , there should have been a reasonably good chance Shand could have 
recognized a picture. 'In theory, at least, as part of its dedication to "internal secur- 
ity", the FBI is keeping an eye on Minutemen and has inside sources. 
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" On 12-11-63 the writer telephoned the FBI office, Brownsville, Texas 
and. talked with Senior Resident Agent Clay Zachry, Jr. Special Agent Zachry 
advised that he had no other information- than that contained in hla reoort 
to this Service. * 

(I) DISPOSITION: 

In view of the lack of investigative leads, this case is being closed. 
Np further investigation is contemplated. \

Attachments forwarded with Chief's O/M are returned herewith. 
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Allan Dale, of WOAI radio, San Antonio, has' the reputation of being the "Number One 
'Communicaster' " of the southwest. He was my first source on Shand. Although we are 
friends, Dale never identified Shand by name. In tracing my way through the suppressed 
files, I was able to identify him. I sent a copy of each report to Dale. He says they 
have the bare outline of the story he got from Shand, but no more than that. Before 
getting these files, Allan checked what he learned from Shand with the local FBI. They 
told him, in his words, "they had indeed checked out his story ... and the two stories 
were identical". In other words, what Shand told Allan that is not in the FBI reports to 
the Warren Commission is what he told the FBI. When Shand first spoke to Dale, he said 
he had kept this to himself long enough, and that, while he had no way of knowing if the 
story told him was true, what he told Dale and the FBI and Secret Service is what he was 
told. After Dale aired this story, carefully disguising the source, he also aired me with 
an account of the official reports. Once the story was aired, Shand was terrified. He 
spoke to Dale again but was cautious and admitted he was "scared as hell". After Dale 
contacted Shand the second time, Shand phoned Dale to say two men, identifying themselves 
as "Secret Service", had visited him to "advise" him to keep his mouth closed, on the al- 
leged grounds the Minutemen are "unsavory characters . . . who would take unkindly to what 
he had to say". Perhaps, whoever these men are, they had nothing else in mind except 
friendly caution against the Minutemen. The same day, when Dale was not in his office, 
two men of the same description dropped in on him, without phoning in advance. They de- 
clined to identify themselves or their business to his secretary, left no card or phone 
number. Shand had changed his job and moved his home, so finding him without knowing his 
name - and Dale had given it to no one - would seem to lend credence to the belief these 
were federal agents. The FBI denied to Dale it was their men. Dale made a further effort 
to get additional details, found Mrs. Shand panicky, and the next thing he knew the entire 
family had left town, leaving no trace. Dale's check on Shand reveals what the federal re- 
ports do not, that he has the reputation of a solid citizen, held good, responsible jobs, 
and was respected. There is much more to the story. Without confirmation, I do not in- 
plude it. After three years, Dale has had no further word from Shand. > —
